The break, it was reported, was due 
to the failure of the Albanian govern- 
ment to accept conditions set forth 
by Jugoslavia demanding the release 
of an attache in Tirana, of the Jugoslav 
legation, who was recently arrested by 
the Albanian authorities. 


Break Long Threatened. 


A break between Albania and Jugo- 
slavia has been threatened for some 
time. The, latest problem, which is 
given in Belgrade dispatches as the 
cause of the break, was the arrest of 
M. Gjourachkovitch, an attache of the 
Jugoslav legation at Tirana, on a charge 
of espionage. The Jugoslav government 
protested the arrest.of the man on the 
ground that he was entitled to diplo- 
matic imniunity, “but the Albanian 
government contended that he was an 
FAlbanian citizen and net. entitled to 
immunity. .«. 

On June 3 Belgrade dispatches said 
that the Jugoslav government had: in- 
structed its charge d'affaires at Tirana 
to leave the Albanian capital with his 
staff unless the imprisoned attache 
were released. A Zagreb dispatch of 
that same date said that Albania had 
demanded that Jugoslavia retract al- 
leged undiplomatic language as a pre- 
liminary to the release of the attache. 

Albania also has been the center of 
controversy between Jugoslavia and 
Italy, a controversy that came to a 
head with the signing of the treaty of 
Tirana between Italy and Albania. 

Italy charged that Jugoslavia was 
encouraging revolts in Albanie and was 
massing rtoops on the border, but this

“Passengers aboard the Cunard liner 
Mauretania had a thrilling Sunday 
afternoon, for shortly after 3 o'clock 
(summer time), the world’s fastest 
liner caught up with and passed the 
U. 8. 8. Memphis, which could be 
plainly seen in the distance, shipping 
heavy seas, while the Mauretania cut 
through the waves so swiftly that prac- 
tically no motion was felt. The Mem- 
phis had made 23 knots after leaving 
Cherbourg with Capt. Charles A. Lind- 
bergh aboard, and the Mauretania will 
beat her to the American coast easily. 

“Eighty minutes later came the big- 
gest thrill of all. It approached as a 
speck in the air, then loomed ‘larger 
and larger. It was Clarence Chamber- 
lin’s plane the Columbia, and we were 
340 miles from Land’s End. Hats, 
books and umbrellas were thrown wild- 
ly in the air and the plane descended 
to within 150 feet of the ship’s mast 
and its large markings ‘NX-357-140’ 
put all doubts aside as to whose ma- 


chine it was. The cheering of the pas- 
sengers and crew became frantic. 

“As though out for an afternoon joy 
ride, Chamberlin calmly’ made a com- 
plete circuit of the ship, coolly exam- 
iried her name, and then went off to 
the eastward at a terriffic speed, and 
magnificently and it seemed practi- 
in three minutes’ time was out of sight.

The Mauretania’s wireless relayed the 
news of ‘the wonderful spectacle to 
Lindbergh on the cruiser Memphis, at 
his request, the Memphis being out of 
sight of the Columbia over the edge of 
the horizon. 

It was 3:30, Greenwich mean time, 
when the Bellanca plane swooped to 
our deck levels and circled the ship. 
The thrilled passengers and crew lined 
the rails, cheering as the plane dipped 
in salute and then proceeded eastward. 
The weather is clear and the wind fa- 
vorable. Those aboard the Mauretania 
had earlier witnessed Capt. Lindbergh’s 
departure from Cherbourg for Wash- 
ington.

London, June 5 (By A. P.).—Wireless 
reports tonight indicated that the 
American transatlantic plane, Colum- 
bia, piloted by Clarence D. Chamberlin 
with Charles A. Levine, backer of the 
flight, had — completed her 
transatlantic fligh 

At 8:45 p. m., London daylight time, 
the Columbia was reporied over Pad- 
stow, North Cornwall, heading south- 
east, while at 9:10 tue plane was re- 
ported off Plymouth, heading appar- 
ently straight up the middle of the 
Englisty Channel right over the steamer 
track on a course which would take 
her straight in the directio.u of Berlin, 
although the wind was more favorable 
for a flight to Rome. Previously the 
plane had been repor’ed in the vicinity 
of Lands End. 

The report of the plane’s presente in 
the vicinity of Lands End came from 
the steamer Trar-ylvania, stating that 
@ plane bearing the numerals 140 and 
the words “New York”—distinguishing 
marks of the Columbia—had passed 
overhead going well. 

The first .eport that the plane had 
reached a point off the coast of Europe 
came at 4:40 p. m:, London daylight 
time, when the outward-bound Maure- 
tania, 360 miles ;-.t sea, reported that 
the Columbia had circled the vessel 
and had then sailed off to the east, 
heading in the direct'on of the English 
Channel. 

This message from the Mauretania, 
which was. picked up at several points 
also was picked up by the United States 
light cruiser Memphis, which is bearing 
Capt. Charles A. Lindbergh home from 
his own epochal New York-Paris flight 
of two weeks ago. 


Patience Rewards Few 


Comparatively few of the many 
thousands of persons in the southern 
section of the British Isles who kept 
keen lookout all’ afternoon and well’ 
into the long evening twilight for the 
approach of the Bellanca plane Colum- 
bia, piloted by Clarence D. Chamberlin, 
had their patience rewarded. All the 
Irish coast stations, the South -England 
ports and the coast guard stations were 
on the watch, and -their expectancy 
was at quite as high a pitch as for 
Lindbergh’s appearance. 

Weather conditions on™ this _ side, 
however, were much less favorable than 
when Capt. Lindbergh flew into vision 
after conquering the Atlantic single- 
handed.

ocean. 

There was little hope of catching a 
passing glimpse of the bold airmen,

Bejoice at Success. 


And When in the evening radio re- 
ports told the glad tidings that the 
Columbia was sighaed 360 miles off the 
Scillys, and then, later was entering 
the channel, there were great rejoicings 
in the West End of London, where the 
news became known, and expressions 
of confidence were numerous that the 
Columbia would even surpass the Lind- 
bergh performance so far as distance 
is concerned. 

Keeping well in the track of ocean 
liners, Chamberlin seemed to be mak- 
ing a direct compass course to Berlin, 
and from the time he was first reported 
by the Mauretania, his course was eas- 
ily followed to the Scillys, then Corn- 
wall and up the channel. 

After the Mauretania's sighting of 
the Columbia's approach to the coast, 
there was.a long interval.

Large Caproni Machines. to 
Guide Americans if They 
Headed for Rome. 


TO PROTECT PLANE 


Public and Officials Show 
Keen Interest in News 
of the Flight. 


Ciampino Airfield, Italy, June 5 (By 
A. P.).—One hundred and fifty officers 
and men of the aeronautical service 
were putting the finishing touches on 
the preparations today for the hoped- 
for arrival of the Bellanca plane with 
Clarence D. Chamberlin and Charles A. 


| Levine on board at this field during 


the early hours tomorrow morning. 
Everyone of them will be assigned to 
a post as soon as the first word’ of sight- 
ing the plane in the vicinity of Europe 
is-received, and will stand. by through- 


out the night until the arrival here or 
notification that the plane ‘is ‘not 
com | 


ing. ; 

The Italian minister of aeronautics 
took no chances of a repetition of the 
confusion at the moment of Capt. 
Lindbergh’s arrival at Le Bourget, and 
there were strict orders that no one ex- 
cept high staff officers or officials 
carrying a special ticket of authoriza- 
tion be permitted within 100 yards of 
the machine after its arrival.. 

“I cannot answer for the safety of 
Chamberlin and Levine from the en- 
thusiasm of the crowds,” one of the 
officers of the field declared to the 
Associated Press correspondent this aft- 
ernoon, “but I can guarantee that their 
machine will not be touched until they 
get good and ready to allow it to be 
handled. 

“The general public will be rigorous- 
ly excluded from the airfield, and only 
persons holding special tickets from the 
governmental authorities will be per- 
mitted to the sentries even on the 
roads leading to the field, and the fields 
adjoining it will be carefully guarded.” 


Orders are Succinct. 


The officers of the field have orders 
couched in typically succinct omg 
language to do everything possible to 
facilitate the arrival of “the foreign 
airplane ex tonight.” 

When, and if, the Columbia is sighted 
in the direction of Italy, several large 
Caproni machines and a squadron of 
pursuit planes will go. out to meet it. 
When the greeting planes succeed in 
making contact .with .the Americans 
they will show signal lights and fire 
signal shots and will lead the Columbia 
to Clampino. The big Capronis will re- 
main in the air-until it is assured that 
the landing of the Columbia has been 
carried quit successfully. 

Should the plane arrive while it is 
still dark, 30 men heve been entrusted 
to keep the field flooded with huge 
lights and scour the skies with search- 
lights. This field has been chosen in- 
stead of Centocelle not only because of 
its superior facilities, but because large 
wireless antennae near Centocelle pre- 
sént great danger to fliers not familiar 
with the ground. 

Weather reports from all over ceritral 
Italy show chilly and gusty winds, but 
with west winds probably favorable to 
the filers. Careful preparations for 
guiding the Sellanca or affording an 
emergency landing ground have been 
made at all the airfields along - the 
coast from Rome to the French frontier. 
These include Purbara, Orbettello, Pisa, 
Coltana, Sarzana; Grottaglia and Ra- 
pallo, with Turin and Alessandria, 
somewhat to =e east of the likely 
course. 


Searchlights are Guides. 


Rome, June 5 (By A. P.).—A chain of 
powerful séarchlights ——— the 
heavens and extending from the north- 
ernmost frontiers as far as Naples will 
act as guides for the Bellanca plane 
Columbia if-its pilot, Chamberlin, de- 
cides to fly over the Alps into Italy. 
Orders to this effect were issued early 
this morning by Signor Balbo, under- 
secretary for ayiation, on receiving what 
he considered semifofficial information 
that the American filers will probably 
attempt to reach the Eternal City. 

Every airdrome and airport the length 
and breadth of the land has urgent in- 
structions to prepare to lend every as- 
sistance within its power to the Ameri- 
cans.

Maj. Yount, of the American 
Embassy, Asks Aviation 
Men to Cooperate. 


Paris, June 5 (By A. P.).—All of 
France's aerial signals were ordéred 
lighted tonight to show the pilot of 
the Bellanca plane the way to any- 
where he wants to go. The world’s 
greatest searchlight on Mont Valerein, 
outside of Paris, and three well lighted 
air lanes were ready for the Columbia 
to come to Paris, or go to Berlin or 
Rome. * 

Le Bourget Field, where Capt. Charles 
A. Lindbergh landed, was ready for 
another long, cool, night vigil, and 
every other air field in France was 
prepared to receive the second con- 
tingent of American transatlantic 
fliers. 

When the Bellanca comes in from 
the west, if it so happens, intermit- 
tent parachute rockets from Le Bour- 


get will be visible for many miles and 
luminate Europe's largest air field.

If the Bellanca wishes to veer north- 
ward toward Berlin; the French also 
have airmen’s sign posts on the path 
from St. Quentin northeast of Valen- 
clennes, where the reguiar Berlin air 
path could be picked up after a short 
distance is traversed in the same di- 
rection. If, however, the destination 
is Mussolini’s home town, then the 
fliers may treat Paris like a by-station 
and follow the ligkts down to Mar- 
sielles, and then jump over to Italy. 

e French government like a good 
host is all ready for its guests of the 
air, just as it was for Lindbergh. When 
Maj. Barton EK. Yount, assistant mil- 
itary attache of the American Embassy, 
learned that therg had been no fe- 
quests for lights or airfield prepara- 
tion, he passed the. Sunday afternoon 
visiting the government’s aviation of- 
ficials,. suggesting to them that it 
would be nice if France could be lighted 
tonight. 

The French authorities, although 
they had not received any official re- 
quest, were on deck at the ministry, 
nothwithstanding this was Whitsun- 
tide, and most Frenchmen go to the 
races or to the country for a holiday. 
Shortly the authorities had orders is- 
sued ready for execution if definite 
news came that the Bellanca plane had 
been sighted. 

Maj. Yount had suggested to the Bel- 
lanca people, as. he had to the other 
ocean jumping entrants, that they com- 
municate with the French Ambassador 
at Washington the day before they in- 
tended.to take off. 

The French aythorities here, however, 
said they had heard nothing but never- 
theless: they had read the newspapers 
and would do everything possible to 
help the fliers. 

The government also instructed the 
police authorities to keep their eyes 
open and have an adequate force at Le 

to handle the crowd, but as 
the uncertainty increased as to where 
the Columbia was headed for, it ap- 
peared improbable that there would be 
any great crush at Le Bourget, if the 
New Yorkers decided to stop off there.

FRENCH FLIERS MAY LINE | 
LABRADOR, NURSE SAYS 


Impossible to Receive News 
From Interior Now, She 
Explains. 


SEARCH THERE IS SEEN 


~ 


Battle Harbor, Labrador, June 5 (By 
A. P.).—If the French aviators, Nun- 
geaser and Coli, by remote chance made 


a landing in the interior of Labrador 
on their transatlantic flight which 
ended so mysteriously last month with 
the men’s disappearance, it may be 
late in June or July until they can be 
heard from, in the opinion of Lelah M. 
Sitterly, nurse in charge of the Battle 
Harbor district. 

As an indication of the difficulties 
in communication in Labrador, Miss 
Sitterly, who has just come from the 
interior, said that it has taken five 
days for & message regarding the 
French aviators to reach her at a post 
only 20 miles from Battle Harbor. 

“The prospects of finding the French 
transatlantic filers in Labrador at this 
season are extremely poor,” Miss Sit- 
terly told the Associated Press. ““Labra- 
dor is hilly, from a mountainous in- 
terior to rocky cliffs along the coast. 
The thinly populated settlements are 
miles apart. and situated along the 
coast, while a few isolated fur trading 
posts and wandering Indian bands are 
in the interior. 

“Although the weather now is mild 
and the daylight eighteen hours long, 
traveling is almost nil due to the swift 
streams swollen. by tons of melting 
snow. Ice jambs and flows maks it 
too dangerous for either boat or dog 
travel, and there are no roads or tele- 
phones connecting the villages. If the 
men were forunate and landed above 
the melting ice, unless near a habita- 
tion, they would not be seen except by 
stray travelers, and if they landed on 
an ice pan they could not be rescued. 

“If rescued or seen it is not likely 


that we will know of it until the first 


boats gets through late in June or 
July. ‘Their only chance of rescue, 
therefore, is if they wére lost near habi- 
tation and on land.” 


An air expedition now is en route 
from the United States to Halifax to 
make a close search in Newfoundland 
for the missing French aviators, Nun- 
gesser and Coli. ‘The plane, which ‘ts 
being taken to Halifax by steamer, is 
expected to arrive there this morning, 
whence it will fi. to St. Johns, which 
will be its base. Although the search 
will be primarily of the interior of 
Newfoundland, it is possible that 
search will be made in Labrador. 


MONTGOMERY CLEARS 
AWAY RUINS OF BLAZE 


$2,000,000 Damage Present 
Estimation; Plans Under 
Way for Rebuilding. 


Montgomery, Ala., June 5 (By A. P.). 
While scores of workmen were clearing 
away the ruins of the most disastrous 
fire: in the history of the city, Mont- 
gormery was making plans today to re- 
build the business block which was 
leveled Saturday, entailing a loss of 
more than $2,000,000. 

Fifty-eight buildings were either de- 
stroyed or suffered materially, and it 
will be several days before a complete 
check of the losses will be made. 

Losses of several thousands of dollars 
were suffered by business houses within 
a two-block radius of the burned area 
from smoke, water and heat. The heat 
set sprinkler systems. in operation and 
stocks of goods were greatly damaged. 
Flying sparks caused considerable dam- 
age to buildings several blocks away. 
Firemen were on duty throughout the 
day playing streams of water on the 
smouldering ruins and taking every 
precaution to prevent a flareup. 

National guardsmen were on duty 
and the streets around the burned area 
were roped off to prevent pedestrians 
from approaching the walls of the 
buildings.

chronicle of “Slim” Lindbergh’s 

flight to Paris should give marked con- 

sideration to Raymond Ortelg, who, 

eight years ago, offered a prize of $26,- 

000 to the first aviator who should 

make a nonstop flight from New York. 
Paris. 


Mr. Orteig, proprietor of. the Bre- 
voort Hotel and the Hotel Lafayette 
in New York, two widely-known hos- 
telries, distinctive resorts for French- 
men in that city and for friends of 
France andthe French among New 
Yorkers, was deeply stirred by the un- 
faltering courage of aviators during the 
World War. It caught his imagination 
as few things had ever doné. 

When, in the course of the great con- 
flict, French military or commercial 
missions came to the United States, 
they sought out the Orteig hotels as 
places of residence during their New 
York visits. .In this way he was 
brought into close contact with many 
distinguished aviators, and these most 
aroused his interest. 

There was, to him, something very 
fine in the bravery of these men, to 
whom defeat meant death, for whom 
there was no such thing as surrender 
and who could not, even if they would, 
give quarter or take it. 

One evening there was a dinner to 
Eddie Rickenbacker, an American ace, 
and -Mr. Orteig attended it. It was 
during this dinner that the idea of 
offering a substantial prize for the first 
hop to Paris from New York came to 
his mind. 


So the prize of $25,000 was estab- 
lished March 22, 1919. ; 

At the donor’s request, the Aero Club 
of America undertook to formulate the 
conditions and to be judge of the 
award. As, at the end of the stipulated 
five years, no one had won the prizes, 
Mr. eig renewed his offer. 

About a year ago crack aviators be- 
gan to think seriously of ‘seeking the 
rich prize. Capt. Rene‘ Fonck decided 
to try for it- and had constructed a, 
specially’ designed Sikorski biplane. He 
came 4o this ‘country to watch the ffnal 
work on the plane, which was built on 
Long Island.

The situation appeared to emphasize 
the present B away of buying for con- 
quiaption, © ich is regarded as one of 
the most healthful symptoms of the 


—— loadings, again influenced by 
flood damage in the Mississippi basin, 
declined from the figure of the preced- 
ing week, but crossed the million-car 
mark for the seventh time this year. 
Decreases in tonnage were noted in 
practically all divisions, but particu- 
larly im miscellaneous freight. 

The motor trade, which expanded 
steadily throughout May, was nearin 
the edge of the summer decline, an 
manufacturers were beginning to lay 
their plans for third-quarter operations. 

The announcement of a new Ford 
model had the effect of clearing the at- 
mosphere considerably, as there had 
been some hesitancy based upon wun- 
certainty concerning the Dearborn man- 
ufacturer’s plans. The output of auto- 
mobles in May was re nearly 20 
per cent above that of April, and con- 
siderably in excess of production in 
May, 1926. 


Export Trade Is Improving. 


Export trade appeared to be im- 
proving in all directions. Shipments 
to Europe recorded a marked gain in 
April, while exports to Asia, due to 
difficulties in China and the fall in 
rubber prices, were slightly on the de- 
cline. The break in trade relations be- 
tween Great Britain and Russia was 
expected to divert a large volume of 
orders to America. While Washington

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INEW FINANCING HELPS 
SLACKEN BOND TRADING 


Duliness Marks Week’s Deal- 
ings in Listed Issues; Prices 
Tend Downward. 


REDEMPTIONS FALL OFF 


New York, June 5 (By the Associated 
Press).——_The immens: volume of new 
financing which poured into the mar- 
ket in May in the record-breaking ag- 
gregate of more than $%700,000,000, 
showed marked signs of slackening up 
in the first week of June. Nevertheless 
dealers were well stocked with new is- 
sues awaiting public consumption, and 
the inevitable result was a decidedly 
dull week in the market for listed 
bonds. 

This was in th> face of the Treas- 
ury’s announcement of new June 15 
financing at the lowest rate of interest 
since the war, 3% per cent. The- mar- 
ket apparently ignored the subsequent 
oversubscription of $200,000,000 of the 
hew Government issues, made available 
to the public at a slight premium, 
while every desired indication of a con- 
tinuation of the easy-money perioti was 
present in the transaction, the drain 
on the investment money reservoir 
caused by the influx of May’s many 
new offerings could not. be denied. 

A situation has been created much 
like that of last February, when the 
enormous volume of new issues tempo- 
rarily clogged the market for high- 
grade investment ..mortgages, and 
caused considerable recession in prices 
which had attained the highest gen- 
eral average im many years. The advent 
of the Government’s March financing 
started another swing upward, and 
new records were established, after 
which bond prices again eased off. It 
had been expected in many quarters 
that the announcement of the June 
financial plans would create a similar 
situation, but this belief was not 
borne out. a 

Government issues were relatively 
active during the week, but prices 
tended slightly downward. Treasury 
bonds were liquidated in large numbers, 
probably, in part at least, to make way 
for investment in the new 3%5s, prompt 
over-subscription of which has left no 
doubt of their attractiveness. Second 
Liberty 4%48, which were called for re- 
demption this fall, and which are now 
made interchamgeable for the new 
Treasury issue, were accumulated 
briskly early in the week, but displayed 
softening tendencies later on. 

Redemptions of outstanding bonds in 
May fajled to reach any commanding 
proportions, and fell far shart of bal- 
ancing new issues. Retirements during 
the month amounted to nearly $140,- 
000,000 less than the average of new 
bonds for a single week. Even a smaller 
amount is due for redemption in June, 
when something like $100,000,000 ma- 
tures.

A GREAT DANISH SCHOLAR. 


In the person of Vilhelm Ludwig Peter 
“Thomsen, who has recently died in his eighty- 
sixth year, there has passed away one of the 
greatest of modern Danish scholars and one of 
the finest linguists of Burope. Born in Copen- 
Hagen in 1842, he made his studies in a uni- 
versity there. Devoting himself to research 
work in connection with such languages as 
Hungarian, Gothic and. Lithuanian, he became, 
ig 1876, editor of the “Nordisk Tidskript for 
Filologi”’ and continued in that role until 1892. 
In the meantime he was appointed, in 1887, 
professor of comparative philology, at the Uni- 
versity of Copenhagen, and in the same year 
‘he published, in English, his monumental work, 


 . entitled ‘‘The Relations Between Ancient Rus- 
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lt. . These inscriptions, written or rather

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ITALY AND JUGOSLAVIA. 


The rupture of diplomatic relations between 
Jugoslavia and Albania would mean little if 
the two countries alone were concerned, but 
in view of the strained relations between Italy 
and Jugoslavia the incident may be the fore- 
runner of highly important events. The 
ostensible cause of the break was the refusal 
of the Albanian government to give satisfac- 
tion to Jugoslavia in the matter of the deten- 
tion of a legation attache. 

In spite of the assurances given by Italy in 
regard to the pacific nature of its treaty with 
Albania, it is commonly assumed that {In mak- 
ing this treaty Ahmed Zogu, the Albanian 
head of state, placed his country under the 
hegemony of Italy. The way is open, at least, 
for the occupation of Albanian ports by Italy 
in case of war against the two countries ‘y 
other nations. The making of this treaty ied 
to the resignation of the Jugoslavian cabinet 
after its head declared with bitterness that 
all his efforts to cultivate intimate relations 
with Italy had come to naught. 

After the agreement with Albania had been 
made a treaty was concluded between Italy 
and Hungary, which still further aroused the 
apprehensions of Jugoslavia. Italy also rati- 
fied the Treaty of Paris under which the great 
powers recognized the right of Roumania to 
annex Bessarabia. Improved relations were 
also effected between Italy and Bulgaria as a 
result of Premier Mussolini’s diplomacy. 
Thus, by several sweeping agreements, Italy 
apparently isolated Jugoslavia on the north. 
and east, as well as on the south and west. 
The “little entente,“ embracing Czechoslavia, 
Roumania and Jugoslavia, remains in exist- 
ence, but it is aimed principally against pos- 
sible developments in Hungary and Austria, 
and Jugoslavia is understood to have advised 
Roumania that the entente will not be con- 
sidered binding in case of war over Bessarabia. 

A serious quarrel between Italy and Jugo- 
slavia might result in the occupation of Al- 
bania by Italy and the closing of the Adriatic. 
This step has been feared by Jugoslavia ever 
since the quarrel over Fiume. On several oc- 
casions a crisis has been averted through the 
good offices of Great Britain and Franée. : 

Friction between Jugoslavia and Albania a 
few months ago greatly excited Italy, which 
gave full credence to reports that Jugoslav 
forces had crossed the border into Albania. 
Threats of immediate war were uttered - at 
Rome. No one doubts that an attack by Jugo- 
slavia upon Albania would result in war be- 
tween the former and Italy; and if Jugoslavia 
has reached the conclusion that an offensive 
operation against Albania is the best defensive 
measure that could be taken against Italy’s 
recent diplomatic maneuvers, it may be that 
hostilities will not be long delayed.

CHICAGO'S SANITARY PROBLEM. 


Within the month it is expected that Charles 
V Hughes will have submitted his findings to 
the United States Supreme Court.in the matter 
of the diversion of the waters of the Great 
Lakes through the Chicago Drainage Canal. 

‘The case comes up ‘through the appeal of 
Wisconsin, Michigan, Ohio and New York for 
an injunction to restrain the Chicago Sani- 
tary ‘District from increasing the diversion of 
the waters of the lakes into the Mississippi. 
The. present diversion, which is authorized. in 
the agreement between the State and the Fed- 
eral authorities, reaches 10,000 second-feét. 
This, ‘Chicago’ claims, is insufficient to carry 
its sewage into the channel of the Mississippi. 
On the other hand, the States asking for the 
injunction assert. that through changing the 
natural outlet of the waters of Lake Michigan 
the sanitary commission has caused a fall in 
the level of the lakes to the detriment of navi- 
gation, and that to permit more water to be 
diverted will cause great damage to commerce 
and loss to the shipping industry. 

During the last week the States seeking the 
injunction have been represented before the 
special representative of the ecourt by the 
former Secretary of War, Newton D. Baker, 
while former Senator James Hamilton Lewis 
appeared for Chicago. Another eminent at- 
torney in behalf of the sanitary commission i3 
James M. Beck, former solicitor general. Mr. 
Beck contended that the opponents of the di- 
version erred in that they failed to include 
the United States as a party in its prayer for 
the injunction, and that inasmuch as it is 
purely a matter of the control. of the navigable 
waters, Congress and not the courts has sole 
jurisdiction. 

While.Canada was not, included as a party 
in the present suit, the Dominion has filed 
protests against granting permission for taking 
more of the waters of the lakes, as Canada is 
equally interested in navigation. Should the 
court decide in favor of Chieago an important 
international question may arise.

AIR FLIVVERS. 

Engelbert Zaschka, a German engineer, 
claims to have designed, constructed and oper- 
ated a thoroughly successful and_ practicable 
helicopter. If upon examination his claim is 
substantiated he has solved a problem which 
has baffled science for years. 

One of the disadvantages of the airplane is 
that it must be kept in motion in order to 
sustain itself. In addition, a considerable run 
along the ground must be taken before it at- 
tains sufficient speed for the take-off and an 
equally long landing area must be provided 
for deceleration. at the conclusion of a flight. 
Zaschka says that his machine will rise without 
any preliminary run, can be landed upon the 
roof of a house, and can be held motionless in 


the air for the transfer of passengers, mail or 


freight to another similar machine. 

In appearance his machine does not differ 
much from the ordinary monoplane, except that 
the wings revolve around the body. Simul- 
taneously, motors keepin motion a gyroscope 
which increases the stability and serves as an 
energy accumulator for a gliding flight to make 
a landing. Gliding in this case means a 
straight descent. In addition, however, it is 
claimed that the apparatus can be operated 
more cheaply than the modern airplane, an 
8-horsepower engine being sufficient to lift the 
machine from the ground. 

Time and experience alone will tell whether 
or not the Zaschka helicopter is of commercial 
importance. Sooner or later, however, a plane 
will be invented which will be able to take off 
and land in a small area. Then the day of the 
air flivver will be at hand, for when an in- 
dividual can take off from his back yard and 


land as gently as he pleases there will be no | 


excuse for wasting time in an automobile.

FIND CAUSE OF CHILD’S 
MALNUTRITION 


HEN a parent finds her child 
W suffering from malnutrition, as 

defined by Miss Roberts in the 
Children’s Bureau bulletin. “What is 
Malnutrition?” she finds the cause, or 
should. The day has passed for giving 
some condition powders, or lancing the 
gums, as the old style horse doctor 
does. There is a cause. The cause 
must be found and removed. If this is 
done the condition powders will work. 
Otherwise, they are in vain. 

In Miss Roberts’ list of causes, im- 
proper diet is listed as first in im- 
portance. Maybe it does not. deserve 
to lead the procession, but she puts it 
there. 

She stresses the need of a good 
breakfast, one that includes some milk, 
fruit, cereal, and maybe meat, eggs and 
bread, but no tea or coffee. With a 
child over two years-of age the problem 
is how to get enough good quality food 
into the youngster to meet the needs 
due to growth, play and work. Unless 
he starts with a good breakfast the 
probability is that he will not get 
enough in spite of a good lunch and 
@ good dinner, or good dinner and sup- 
per. If he eats sweets and titbits the 
chances are that he will not have 
stomach room or appetite for the bread, 
meat, milk and vegetables he needs. 


Next in her procession of causes 
comes wrong food habits. “The child 
should eat regular, unhurried meals, 


and should not eat indiscriminately be- | 


tween meals.” 

Insufficient sleep is next from the 
head of the list. She thinks children 
should go to bed not later than 7 or 8 
o’clock. | : 

Chronic fatigue she lists fourth. How- 
ever, some children are poorly nourished 
because they get too little exercise. 

Enlarged or diseased tonsils or ade- 
noids, decayed teeth, tuberculosis and 
syphilis are listed as causes of mal- 
nutrition. 

It is a matter of general informa- 
tion that a large proportion of the chil- 
dren are already infected with tuber- 
culosis. Most of those so infected are 
not consumptives in the ordinary sense. 
Most of them have no cough. But 
tucked away somewhere in the body is 
a nest of tubercle bacilli which. are 
pouring a small amount of poison into 
the blood every day. ‘The dose poured 
in is not great enough to cause a spell 
of definite sickness, but it is enough 
to cause the child to be “out of condi- 
tion,” as the stockmen would say. 

It is not a matter of general informa- 
tion that inherited syphilis is also quite

widespread and that it causes somewhat 
the same kind of vague “out of condi- 
tion” that this child type of tubercu- 
losis subinfection causes. I once knew 
and old-time country doctor who en- 
joyed a great reputation for helping 
rundown children especially. Maybe 
one reason was that he had a routine 
way of giving a fairly effective mild 
remedy for syphilis. Maybe that’s why 
some. of those old blood purifiers that 
contained iodide of potash seemed to 
help so. many. 

That disordered tonsils and adenolds 
belong in the list all will . 

Miss Roberts says that igndrance and 
lack of parental control have displaced 
poverty as the leading cause of mal- 
nourishment,

‘Loser’s Temperament 
Evident as Playing 
Thrills 8,000: 


P.).—William T. Tilden’s series of 

triumphs over European tennis 
stars ended here today-.when after a 
five-set struggle he was defeated by the 
French ace, Rene Lacoste, in the 
final of the international, hard-court 
championships. The score was 6—4,

It was a heart-breaking, nerve-wrack- 
ing match that lasted 3 hours and 31 
minutes. It provided every thrill ever 
imagined in a tennis contest, includ- 
ing arguments between linesmen and 
players and an outburst from the 8,000 
spectators, largest crowd that ever 
watched a tennis match in France. 

Strategy was the keynote, and for 
the first three sets carefulness domi- 
nated the two gladiators of the courts. 
The 8,000 spectators, failing to under- 
stand the beautiful technique of play 
and the conflict of two well-planned 
campaigns, were rather somnolent.

Then, with Tilden two sets to 
one, Lacoste began the gallant fight 
which squared the 1: atch amid en- 
thusiasm ruch as had been seen sel- 
dom if ever in the history of sport 
in France, 


While the crowd was keyed to most 
intense emotion in the third set with 
the score at 3-all, LaCoste injured a 
leg in trying to return one of Tilden’s 
cannonballs, Thereafter for the remain- 
ing games of the set he limped badly, 
once sitting down beside the baseline. 
Courageously resuming play, he finally 
lost the set, 5-7. Both Tilden and La- 
coste appeared exhausted at the end of 
the match. 

His nerves on edge, the American 
master played erratic tennis, rising to 
heights of magnificence only to lose his 
fire and dash in moments of pique at 
decisions he considered unfair. 

Even before the match, while Tilden 
and Lacoste were exchanging practice 
shots, the tall American showed the ef- 
fect of the age on his high strung 
temperament. A spectator, failing to 
find his seat, was knocked down by 
others in the gallery and a fist fight 
followed.
